ALBANY — While movy- 
ing towards replacing 
ousted City Administrator 
James Turner, the Albany 
City Council has declined a 
requested ‘‘vote of confi- 
dence” in City Clerk Pat- 
ricia_ Dempster while 
warmly pommennine Di- 
rector of Finance Bette 
Rhodes. : 

And the council is consid- 
ering possible revisions in 
the city charter, upgrading 
the powers of the next city 
administrator. 

Turner, forced to resign 
after 16 years with the city, 
has suggested strengthen- 
ing the charter “‘. . . to allow 
administrative authority 
commensurate with the re- 
sponsibilities of the job.” 

The council Monday pas- 
sed over a recommendation 
by Councilman Robert 
Luoma that City Clerk De- 
mpster be given a “‘vote of 
confidence”’ since she is 
Bist ee and “‘does a good 
job. 

Luoma said, “I hate to 
hear anyone cast asper- 
sions,”’ but he declined to be 
bere about the source of 
the “‘aspersions.”” Ms. De- 
mpster has been critical of 
the forced resignation of the 
Sg Pte peed he 

ter he said, ‘‘I ask for a 
vote of confidence in her,” 
the audience appigeed but 
Mayor Joyce Jackson pas- 
sed on to the next agenda 
item. 

However, Mayor Jackson 
warmly prams Finance 
Director Rhodes for her 30 
years of service to the city 
and the council approved 
the preparation of a plaque 
honoring her.

Councilman - Mike 
Gleason noted that the 
council has held two per- 
sonnel sessions dealing with 
methods for obtaining a re- 
placement for Turner. 

Turner had indicated that 
the charter is ‘‘completely 
inadequate”’ in its portions 
referring to the city ad- 
ministrator, advising that 
this would make finding a 
replacement difficult. . 

Gleason Monday night 
said that Wes McClure, the 
League of California Cities’ 
troubleshooter, will be con- 
sulted on this matter. 
McClure is a retired city 
manager. 

During the meeting, the 
council. acknowledged two 
letters, one of them from 
Dario Meniketti supporting 
Mayor Jackson, Vice Mayor 
Griffin and Councilman 
Gleason.

“Gleason claims the re- 
call movement is a tool of 
the ‘old Albany’ politicians. 

Councilman Lewis 
Howell is not now and 
never has been part of this 
committee. However, we 
would encourage his sup- 
port if he feels as we do. 

“The committee is a di- 
verse Froup of people who 
love Albany and who have 
spontaneously joined to- 
gether to challenge three 
people we feel will ulti- 
mately destroy our city,” 
Mrs. Mulhall said. 

Mrs. Mulhall added that, 
some voters may question 
why the recall is under way 
now. 

“To us, the answer is ob- 
vious. Recent actions by the 
council majority make it 
impossible to continue to 
evaluate them as ‘moder- 
ate.’

rounded by an edible nest. 
This makes the fruit un- 
marketable, of course. 

“Most of our aliens are 
immigrating from the east- 
ern section of the United 
States. California’s natural 
boundaries — the Sierra and 
the Pacific, were adequate 
protection against these 
migrants formerly, but with 
today’s easy traveling they 
can swarm into the state 
aboard all sorts of efficient 
and high-speed carriers.

We’ve seen the Af- 
rican variety slithering 
around in shells six-inches 
high. And they have an ap- 
petite in proportion to their 
size. The damage these be- 
hemoths of the snail world 
can do staggers the imagi- 
nation.
